F. Charon says that the prod- 
ucts of combustion from a charge of 
dynamite have been found to be approx- 
imately: Ktciun,'!!) percent; carbonic 
Dxidc and carbonic acid, 58 per cent; 
nitrous products, In per cent, and nitro- 
glycerine vapor in varying quantity. 
The carbonic oxide, nitrous com]>ounds 
and Hiiro-glycerine vapor are very dele- 
terious, and their formation should be 
prevented. This -M. Charon says, can 
best be done by using a more powerful 
detonator, say one to thirteen gramme, 
instead of one-half gramme of fuhiiinite, 
thus making the combustion more per- 
fect. To counteract the effects of the in- 
jurious fumes the author recommends a 
draught of strong, pure co.'Vce and the 
inhalation of ammonia, sulphurous acid 
or concentrated acetic acid.
